Ordinarily this condition of things 
gives the swindler ample time to work 
his new field, and when the Superintendent 
is starved out and returns with bloc J in 
his eye he finds the swindler intrenched 
behind the solid oui wark of his ill-gotten 
gams, aud he is threatened with arrest 
should he dare to impugn the truth and 
good character of the man who absorbed 
his money. Mr. Crawford says he bas 
abundant evidence to prove that Calkins 
Is a swindler of rare energy and ability, 
and hints that developments at the trial on 
Thursday will be of such a nature as to 
make Putsburgers give Colorado mining 
enterprises a wide berth henceforth.

POSTAL CARDS. 


it would probably bean error to attribute 
tins marked increase ia tic postal card 
ffcivice to the late or current business boom, 
for it would seem that in pi nods oi depres­ 
sion the public would be more likely to 
Avail itself of cheap postage rather than 
in more 
prosperous times. The 
true 
explanation, evidently is the growing favor 
which the card finds in the community as 
it becomes more familiar, as is manifested 
by the steadiness of the increased demand 
during the half-dozen years it has been 
before the community. The orders from 
different post offices differ in amouut very 
greatly, ot course, and they do not in any 
degree represent the population or general 
business done at the several points. It 
may be stated, as an interesting fact, that 
New York has lately taken nearly one- 
ti nth of 
the curds 
issued, consuming 
upwaid of half a million a week. All the 
large cities^ use more than the actual 
b is)ness of the post office indicates ; bat 
this discrepancy is accounted for from the 
fact that many country manufacturers and 
traders have their advertising circulars 
printed on the backs of postal cards, aud 
the city printers who do the work buy 
their cards lo the city where the print* 
iag cilice is located. Many small post 
offices surrounding large cities like Boston 
and New York also purchase from the 
nearest metropolitan 
point, 
instead of 
applying through the proper channel to 
the post office department. 
The prop­ 
er way Is tor a postmaster to send his 
order to Washington, which in turn is 
sent to Holyoke, and from this point the 
cards are forwarded direct to their desti­ 
nation. 
TWO MILLION A DAY. 
The capacity of the concern is about two 
million per day, though until lately not 
more than a million has been the average. 
It is intended to keep about twenty-five 
million cards on hand, and tor this purpose 
a special fire-proof vault has been pro­ 
vided. Beside the increased demand for 
the domestic cards, there has also come a 
sudden 
call 
for 
the 
new 
inter­ 
national 
cards. 
Upward 
of 
two 
million have been furnished during the 
brie! period ot their introduction. While 
it may be true that England has taken the 
lead in the postal card blessing In point of 
priority ot dale, it is questionable lf the 
system has bren so generally adopted by 
all cia*sea of the community. This infer­ 
ence Is drawn from the presence of a 
couple of commissioners of the French gov 
ernmeniat the Holyoke manufactory a short 
time since, who were sent over specially 
to invtstigale the working of the postal 
card branch of the mail service in the 
United Stales previous to its adoption in 
France.

Boston Herald. 
The thrifty city of Holyoke, on the Con­ 
necticut river anti on the line of the rail 
toad bearing the name of that sluggish 
'ire^m, is now the scene of the production 
ii millions of postal cards, which are an­ 
imally consumed in the country. The 
manufactory is an unpretentious edifice, 
utterly insignificant In dimensions and 
otherwise, when compared with the tower 
mg paper and other mills that surround 
i* The business is carried on by the 
American Phototype Company of New 
York, who have a contract tor a year lrom 
next July. Originally, the manufacturing 
was done in New York, but the papery 
amospbere of Holyoke was probably more 
congenial to their calling, aud a short time 
'luce the whole business was transferred 
to that point. The interior of the building 
is seemingly as inconsequential as it lr 
outwardly, but the firmness with which 
<rucral or special visitors are denied ad 
ii lesion seems to impress one with lilt 
act that the concern is of more than ordi- 
uary account, The government is rep 
resented 
on 
the 
premises 
by 
a 
rptcial 
agent 
or 
superintendent 
a ho sees to it that all the cards printed art 
properly turned oyer to him, while ail the 
•iht-r business is under the contractors. 
About forty hands are employed altogeih- 
r, and, during the working hours they 
ire as industri iiisly kept lrom all inter 
jourse from the outside world as if the> 
were under the care of Warden Chamber­ 
lain of Concord. The cardboard is maim 
iactured in the immediate vicinity by th* 
Parsons Paper Company, and is furnished 
•u packages of 3,000 sheets each. 
The 
work of transforming one of these pack 
ages into postal cards, counted, packed anu 
ready for shipment la only momentary 
when 
the concern is driven to its full 
capacity, as is at present the case. 
Three 
of Hoe's super-roval presses are kept in 
iptralion both day and night, and each 
-beet bears the impression of exactly forty 
cards, a register attached to each press 
keeping a faithful record of each printed. 
Having become 
properly 
seasoned or 
intai, the sheets are slit up by machinery 
ii to strips of ten cards each, and then in 
immediate succ Elion asort of rotary hopper 
eith ten compartments receives the cards 
as fast as cut, and wheu each compartment 
contains twenty Ava cards, the hopper re­ 
volves and empties them on a table. Here 
they are received by girls, who quickly de 
teet and throw out all damaged or imper* 
feet specimens. Boxing is next in order 
aud then the cards are ready for shipment 
to any desired part of the country. 
TUey 
are placed lo seamless pasteboard b<*Xes, 
each box containing twenty p»cks or DOO 
cards. Lots of less than 2 OOO are forward­ 
ed in these boxee, strongly wrapped in 
heavy paper, and large quantities are sent 
to strong, iron bound wooden cases. As 
before intimated every process of manufac­ 
ture is industriously guarded by the via - 
taut agent of the government m e meet all­ 
is in of the registers on the process is se­ 
cured by padlocks, to which none but this 
agent has a key. They are examtoed at 
night and the number of sheets printed is 
noted. 
Again, in the morning, they are 
examined to see that they have not been 
tempered with before the day’s work 
commends. A strict record is kept of 
all damaged and imperfect cards, also of 
»ll blank cardboard given out, and as cli 
has to be accounted for, to the smallest 
traction, undetected pilfering is rendered 
simply impossible.

guarded against. In fact, it is true, that 
not a single card has ever been lost in the 
factory or in transit since the iniroducUoa 
into the postal system of the country.

The 
com pan v has now out a party of survey­ 
ors, who are running a line from Afton to 
this city. They arrived here last evening, 
aud this morning started back again.

completed, and the estimates made as to 
the cost of hulloing, it is expected that the 
North western road will make known on 
what tcro.9 they will build it, as they will 
doubtless ask some aid. This line will of 
course connect these two branches, and 
will give two r jutes to Madison, and will 
open up other advantages, making Beloit 
also easy of access, it is not improbable 
that it arrangemenis are made for build­ 
ing this road, arrangements will also be 
made by which a dally accommodation 
tram will run from Janesville to Chicago 
via Beloit and Harvard, leaving here in 
the morning and returning in the evening. 
For some time Beloit has not had the 
accomm< d it ion necessary to allow its citi­ 
zen* to jo to Chicago in the morning and 
return at evening, and leave them any 
time in the city, and if this new route is 
made, a train will be put on which will 
furnish this accommodation. It will take 
but a little longer for running time than by 
t ae present route, and by reaching this 
city a half hour later and cutting the stop 
in Chicago a halt hour shorter, this daily 
train can be mane a success, and take Be­ 
loit in. The advantages of having both 
branches ct the Northwestern thus con­ 
nected, are many, but the further project 
which seems to be in contemplation will 
prove of greater advantage to this city 
particularly. 
It is not unlikely that in connection 
with this road to Afton, there will also be 
a road built from Janesville to Evansville. 
In years past this has been much talked of, 
whenever the road to Afton has been the 
subject of thooght, and it seems likely now, 
with the revival of the Afton project, that 
the Evansville connection will form a part 
ot,ibe plan, in this case the Northwestern 
trams could run from Madison through 
Evansville to Janesville, and thence on, 
which would bring mauy advantages lo 
this city, and would increase the accom­ 
modation ot the road Itself.

there is more than mere talk to the plans 
mentioned, and that there will be a ripen­ 
ing into further and more definite action 
As to what the company will do, or how 
they will do it, cannot of course be said as 
they do not know themselves until they 
estimate th cost, but it 19 certain that they 
are considering plans for having a road 
irom Evansville to Janesville, and from 
Janesville to Afton.
